In consideration of the rezoning of the above described property from 
its present R2 use to a BIB use permitting the construction and opera- 
tion of a service station thereon, and the granting of curb cuts to 
said property from Clinton and Dalgren, the undersigned hereby agrees 
to dedicate sufficient ground so that the East half of North Clinton 


Street will be 51 feet in width. 


It is our understanding that North Clinton Street in the 3000 block is 
now 50 feet in width and the East half is 25 feet, so that we will be 
called upon to dedicate an additional 26 feet. In the event the East 
half of Nerth Clinton Street is already 30 feet, then our dedication 
Will be 21 feat. 


Tne purpose of this dedication is to permit the construction of the 
Bast half of a 16 ft. divider strip, two 12 ft. North bound lanes, 
plus a 12 ft. deaeceleration lane, curb and sidewalk in the Bast half 
of the street.
